function of honor society 


A tutoring service is currently 
being organized by Delta Epsilon 
Sigma, the senior honor society, to 
aid those underclassmen who are 
having difficulty with their studies. 
There will be a nominal fee for those 
who want to take advantage of the 
service. 

As it is now being set up, the 
tutoring program will officially be a 
function of the Student Council, 
delegated to the Delta Epsilon Sig- 
ma. This seems to be a bit of un- 
necessary, illogical duplication. 

The top students of the senior 
class are concentrated in the honor 
society. This is the ideal organiza- 
tion for such a thing as a tutoring 
service. A good student may not 
necessarily be a good tutor, but a 
good tutor is usually a good student 
himself. 

Al Hanley, president of the Stu- 
dent Council, insists that the pro- 
gram be a Student Council function. 
This must be for reasons known 
only to Hanley. The program will 
not be more “personal” because it 
has the stamp of the Council. It will 
not be assured a continuing exist- 
ence from year to year because it is 
a Council function: there are new 


Council members each year, just as 
there are new Delta Epsilon Sigma 
members each year. 

We can see no valid reason for 
the Student Council assuming spon- 
sorship of the tutoring program. We 
can see a number of strong argu- 
ments*^©!;-* making the program 
exclusive project of the honor society. 

The best tutors are concentrated 
in Delta Epsilon Sigma. There is 
opportunity here for extremely “per- 
sonal” contact with the student who 
needs help. 

According to Tom Schoenbaum, 
president of Delta Epsilon Sigma, 
there are about 40 freshmen who 
have expressed a wish to make use 
of the tutoring service. This would 
mean that each member of the honor 
society would be assigned to tutor 
two students. This woitld not be a 
great burden on the tutor, and 
would benefit the student greatly 
by intimate contact with the tutor. 

The tutoring program can be run 
best through the honor society. Tu- 
toring is just not within the realm 
of the duties of the Student Council, 
and there is no reason why the 
Council should assume sponsorship 
of the program.

How do you review a play? , 

Do you watch the audience reaction to 
see if they are enjoying themselves? Or 
do you scrutinize the actors, their speech, 
gesticulation and portrayals, searching 
for error. In most cases, you would think 
that the audience reaction would reflect 
the degree of drama achieved by the 
actors. But, what do you do in a .case when 
the audience shows no reaction ? 

This is what happened Monday night in 
the St. Joseph auditorium as the Colum- 
bian Players presented Shakespeare’s The 
Peasants Play, and Moliere’s The Doctor 
In Spite Of Himself. The meager crowd of 
104 sat silently watching, just watching. 
They calmly observed the fine design of 
the sets, the costuming (which was by 
no means meager, nor overdone) and 
action. They struggled to laugh at Shake- 
speare’s farce, in which the actors spoke 
too swiftly for Shakespeare. But, as the 
farce drew on, the audience seemed more 
receptive, and the actors more under- 
standable. 

The second presentation, featuring Frank 
Jozaites, Sue Rishling and Bill Cassin 
was very well done. But again, the passi- 
vity of the audience, which laughed here 
and chuclcled there, did give the play a 
deadening tone. 

Thus, when the plays were over the 
audience "clapped somewhat half-heartedly 
and left the auditorium slowly, with re- 
marks like “It was o.k.,” or “Pretty good.” 

This reaction was far different from 
that of 364 people who filled the audi- 
torium on Sunday afternoon for the open- 
ing of the play. Throughout both plays 
T the audience roar ed and giggled and in 
some parts forced the actors to await 
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Senior questionnaire 
arouses controversy 
at Council meeting 

A report by the Student Council Scho- 
lastic Committee proved to be quite con- 
troversial to Council members at their 
meeting last Monday. 

This report, brought up by committee 
chairman John Mascotte, concerned plans 
for drawing up a questionnaire to be 
given to seniors at St. Joe. The question- 
naire would serve as a student evaluation 
of the professors, requirements, and the 
studies involved in the field in which the 
interviewee is majoring. Examples of 
questions to be asked would be: 

How good a job is this particular pro- 
fessor doing? Is this text book suitable 
for the course ? Is enough attention given 
to this subject? . 3 

It was brought to' the attention of the 
Council that if the questionnaire plan 
were to be put into effect it might be 
under the sponsorship of Delta Epsilon 
Sigma, and would be carried out as a 
group project. 

Mascotte recalled that during the ’57-’58 
term a similar questionnaire had been 
given to the student body but had not 
been successfuk He said he believed it 
was discontinued because the form had 
been given to underclassmen whe were 
not qualiied to give constructive criticism. 

Other council members who commented 
on the committee’s report were chairman 
Hanley and Larry Kelly. Kelly asked if 
juniors also might be permitted to fill 
out the questionnaire. He said that where- 
as seniors might be prejudiced in then- 
opinions, juniors would give adequate 
answers as to how the school is functioning. 

Hanley s aid the majority of the seniors 
should be mature enough to give their 
true opinions and they would be 1 more 
qualified to give an over-all picture of 
the, dominant situation in their field. He 
also said that he would like to have the 
committee present a form to the Council 
before the questionnaire is printed. 

Among other business brought - up was 
the questioning of council members as to 
what type of jazz concert they would 
prefer in the near future. 

The consensus was that a comedian, a 
popular group, or a folk song group would 
be acceptable as opposed to the usual 
progressive jazz concert. It was also stated 
that the performance might be held in the 
Rec hall so as to put the audience in an 
informal disposition.

This year Jim Crowley will crack the whip on the fast break, 
being flanked by" Ron Holstein and A1 Whitlow, the man with the 
built-in springs. In the first two games the fast break has not yet had 
a chance to blossom into its full potential. The Crusaders especially 
had our running game completely bottled up. It never had a chance

The good performances turned in by the new sophomores shows 
hope for future games. Jerry Patchman, Jim O’Donnell, and Bill 
Braunbeck have performed with exceptional poise and ability thus far.

Villa Madonna, 
Valpo edge out 
St Joe cagers

The St. Joseph’s Pumas dropped 
their second straight cage tilt to 
the Valparaiso Crusaders in a 
game played at Valpo, Saturday. 

It was the first conference loss 
for the Pumas, who posted a 3-9 
mark in the IC(Tlast year, but a 
close and exciting game as shown 
by the 76-71 score. 

The Pumas suffered their first 
defeat of the year at the hands 
of Villa Madonna College in an 
equally thrilling 83-82 ball game, 
at St. Joe last Thursday. 

The Crusaders jumped off 
to an early 8-1 lead in the 
first few minutes of the game, 
but the Pumas came roaring 
back to take a 22-20 lead with 
7:58 remaining in the first 
half. 

Led by the scoring of Jerry 
Patchman, A1 Whitlow, and Jim 
Crowley, the Joemen managed to 
hold onto the lead and post a 
halftime score of 37-36. 

In the second half the Crusad- 
ers traded basket for basket with 
the Pumas, until a rash of free 
throws gave Valpo a 62-59 edge 
with 5:20 remaining in the game. 

The Pumas managed to stay 
within threatening distance of the 
Valpo score, and with less than 
two minutes to go Valpo led by 
a slim 73-71 margin. 

Again the Pumas ran afoul of 
the free throw line, and Valpo 
guard Jim Zweifel poured in five 
free throws in the closing minutes, 
to cinch" the game for the Cru- 
saders. 

High point man for the Pumas 
was A1 Whitlow with 20 points. 
He was followed by Jerry Patch- 
man, who chalked up 17, and Jim 
Crowley with 14. 

St. Joe out-rebounded the 
Crusaders 50 - 41 , and out shot 
the Valpo squad with a .428 
percentage as compared with 
the Crusader’s . 386 . 

Jim Zweifel and Chuck Kriston 
paced the Crusaders with 19 points 
apiece. Fran Clement threw in 14. 

Against Villa Madonna, the 
Pumas piled up a 45-33 lead at 
halftime, but couldn’t hold on 
through the second period, With 
seven minutes to go, the Big Red 
led 70-69, and with 6:29 to go, 
the Rebels took the lead 71-70. 

In the last few hectic minutes, 
Whitlow sank three of four free 
throws for St. Joe, and Rebel 
Gary Alrichs put in four in a 
row for a second half string of 
seven successful free throws.’ ” - 

The Rebels were led by Alrichs 
with 22,' Ron Albrinck with 19, 
and Don • Albrinck and Frank 
Emmerich with 13 apiece.
